Summary of reasons for decision: 


The console game was submitted by an Inspector of Publications on behalf of the Secretary for 
Internal Affairs under sl3(l)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 





(FVPC Act). The Film and Video Labelling Body cross-rated the game as M from the Australian 
classification, but the Inspector was concerned that the game had received higher classifications 
in other jurisdictions. 

The game is based almost exclusively around the targeted killing of human and non-human 
opponents in frenetic gun battles. The game is played in first-person perspective, lending an 
immediacy to the action. The emphasis on killing would be disturbing to young children or, in 
some cases, desensitise them to violence in general. Teenagers and adults are more able to put 
this kind of material in the context of a fast-paced console game that uses violence to progress a 
science-fiction storyline. For these reasons the classification has been raised to R13.
